From Utah. — Intelligence from Utah up to 
the 19th of May has been received. The grind 
jury for the United States District Court ad- 
journed without taking any action in the 
matter of Brigham Y'oung's arrest for polyga- 
my ; the whole subject wa9 treated as a matter 
for jest, A detachment of troops, under Col. 
Evans, bad a skirmish with a band of Indians 
on the 15th ultimo, near Spanish Fork, sixty 
miles south of Salt Lake City. Twenty of 
the latter were killed and throe of the former 
wounded. A few days subsequently Young 
set out for the southern part of the Territory 
to visit the cotton plantations. Some five 
hundred wagons had also gone forth "to bring 
in the poor saints gathered up from among 
the nations;" at thesamo timoafresh batch of 
"Missionaries'' have gone forth to make pros- 
elytes. A considerable number of "Morris- 
ites'' (schismatics) have left Salt Lake for 
Idaho, anxious to escape from the despotism 
of Brigham, who is represented as persecuting 
them severely.

rremiiiins paid for life Insurance shall not be allowed 
•ft a deduction in slatemen t of incc me. 

Pensions received from tho United States (Jovern- 
jnint must be returned with ollu-r income subject to 
taxation. 

Old debts, formerly considered hopelessly lost, but 
paid within the time covered by the return of in- . , 
should l« included in this statement. 

Debts considered hopelessly lost on the 31st of He* 
ceitii,or, lei',2, and due to the business of the year 1542, 
-irisy be deduc:ed from the proflta of businoss; if sub- 
sequently paid, they must be iticluded la the returu 
for the year in which paid. 

In order to give lull effect to the proviso to tho '.list 
section of tbo act of July lat, 1862, respecting the tux 
on thai portion of income derived from United States 
ascurittes, it i directed that v. lien Income is derived 
rsrtly from these and partly from other sources, tho 
C6oO and other allowance* made by Uw shall be de- 
ducted, ns far as possiblr, from that p irlion of income 
derived Inni other sources, and subject to three per 
oent. tux. 

I No deduction can be allowed from tho taxable incomo 
of a merchant for compensation paid for the services 
Of a minor eon.

Fertilisers purchased by farmers, to maintain their 
land iu present productive condition, wiU be consid- 
ered as "repairs in estimating income. 

Interest should be considered as income only when 
jwiid, uuless it is collectable and remains anpaid by 
;he consent or agreement oC tho creditor. 

Losses incurred in ti e prosecution of business are a 
fair offset to gains derived from business, but not from 
those portions of income derived from fixed invest- 
ments, such as bends, mortgages, rents, and the like. 

Properly used iu businoss, and luruishing profits, 
when destroyed by fire, may be restored, at the ex- 
ueure of thorn.' profits, to the condition when destroyed : 
if insmed, the difference between iasurance received 
aud amount expended in restoration will lie allowed. 

The increase*' value given a now building by pernia- 
aeut Improvements will be charged to capital— not in- 
come. 

The contingent fund of manufacturing corporations, 
wade up during the year 1S62, and not distributed, 
should not be returned as part of the income of the 
stockholders. 

Tho undistributed earnings of a corporation, made 
previous to September 1st. l*i2, whether tho corpora- 
tion is required to pay tax on dividends or not, should 
not lie considered as the income of the stockholders, 
no! should the corporation bo required to make return 
of sxid referred earnings i.s trustees, under section tiS 
ol the Excise Law. 

The i come of literary, scientific, or other charita- 
ble institutions, in the hands of trustees or others, is 
not subject to income tax. 

i When a person lioards, and rents a room or rooms, 
tho rent Ihcr-of, iu lieu of rent of house, should ho 
deducted from the umuuut ot income subject tu taxa*

Interest on sorrowed capital used iu busiuoes may 
be deduotod from income. 

If a planter relut ns all bis farm products, be will !>o 
allowed to deduct the actual expense of subsisting and 
clothing bis slaves. r - . 

Legatees are not required to return their legacies sa 
incenie. There is a special tax on legacies of lerso lal 
property in section 111. 

The income tax is assessed upon the actual income 
of indsVwaWaif. Firms, as such, will not make returns. 

The profits of a manufacturer from his basine-e are 
not exempt from income tax, in consequence of his 
baying paid the excite tax Impose I by law upon arti- 
cles manufactured by him. 

As bridge, express, telegraph, steam and ferrv boat 
companies or corporations are not authorized bylaw 
to withhold aud pay to Government any tax upon In- 
terest raid, or dividend declared by them, all incuno 
of individuals derived from these sources is liable lo 
income tax. . . . 

All persons neglecting or refusfng to make return 
of Income, except in ca»o or slcku-ss, are brought 
wi'hiti the peuvlien prescribed by ttio lltb seetiou of 
the i ct of July 1st, I £62, via: an od .Ition of .Ml per cent, 
to the amount ascerleined by the Assistant Assessor, 
upon such informal ion as hecan obtain, and a penally 
of $110, to be recovered for the United States, with 
costs of suit.

To the Editors of the Louiiville Journal: 

Mavpibld, May2G, 1863. 
Gsxtlsiikn: At our last County Court, 
Judge L. ti. Trimble made a speech at this 
>^place to a large crowd of traitors, in which he 
denounced the President and his war poticy, 
and said that, previous to the race be made 
with H. C. Burnett, in 1801, he had an 
interview with the President, in which the 
President urged him to become a candidate 
for Congress in this District, giving him every 
assurance that slavery was not to be interfered 
with, and, with that assurance to him on the 
fart of the President, he did come home ami 
make the race against Burnett. But he now 
had to tell the people that the President had 
deceived him, and that he confessed that he 
had been deceived in the object for which the 
war was being prosecuted, and that he admit- 
ted that men who turned secessionists upon the 
idea that the war was being waged todestroy 
slavery were correct, as their predictions had 
already been verified, from the fact that the 
war was now being prosecuted in violation of 
the Constitution, and for the destruction of 
slavery. For two hours he labored hard to make 
the people believe that this was an abolition 
war, and one that had for its object the de- 
struction of the Constitution, and that those in 
arms against the government were justifiable 
from t he lact that they were right in their be- 
lief that it was to be a war on slavery. He had 
nothing so say against Jeff Davis and those en- 
gaged in this wicked rebellion. He was repeat- 
edly cheered by traitors who have taken the 
oath to support and defend this government 
against all enemies. No one was at all disap- 
pointed in his speech, as all parties have re- 
garded him as a secesh for eighteen months. 
After taking his Seat, Judge Trimble was 
asked respectfully if he was in favor of voting 
men and money to prosecute the war. He 
hesitated, but, being pressed for an answer, 
he gave an evasive one, yet one that was un- 
derstood by all present that he would not; 
and he was again loudly cheered by the se- 
cesh and hissed by the Union men. The Judge 
said he was no candidate for office, but every- 
body believed he would be, and that hij 
speech was only thrown out as a feeler to seo 
how it would take with traitors, as he well 
knows that he cannot get a Union vote in 
this district. The result was so very satisfac- 
tory that in one week the Judge declared 
himself a candidate for Congress. The Union 
men who bad stood so firmly by the Judge in 
his race with Burnett, feeling that he had be- 
trayed not only them but the Government 
through which he had received so many fi- 
vors and privileges since this infamous rebel- 
lion began, were determined that he should 
be exposed and placed where he belongel — 
with the enemies of his country and untrue to 
the Union, and called upon Lucian Anderson, 
who was sick at our County Court, to reply to 
Judge T.'s speech, which he did o.i Monday, 
the first day of our Circuit Court 

Mr. A. replied to the speech as it had been 
reported to him. and took the ground that no 
man could take the position of refusing men and 
money to prosecute the war without giving 
aid to tho enemies of our country, and de- 
nounced any man who now took that position 
as a traitor and untrue to his country, which 
sentiment has been endorsed unanimously by 
the Union men in this county. At the solicit- 
ation of secessionists, whose names I have, 
and who promised to publish his appoint- 
ment, the Judge made another appoint- 
ment, and spoke again last Thursday. His 
speech was nearly the same that he made at 
county court; that be still stood on the Dem- 
ocratic platform of 1832, '50, and '60; that the 
President bad deceived him in pledges given 
him face to face; that this was an abolition 
war, and waged for the destruction of the Con- 
stitution. He was not quite so bitter in his 
denunciations of the Administration as he was 
at county court. This I believe is the regular 
programme for this new constitutional party 
to take in Kentucky in their feint speeches, to 
be very bitter in denouncing Old Abe Lincoln 
and bis cjuonstitutional usurpation?. This is 
done to catch traitors. After this is fixed up 
all right, then they are to be great constitu- 
tional men, and down on secession. This is 
to make it all right with the military. If this 
anxious Judge for a seat in Congress can de- 
ceive those in powerwho havefreed Kentucky 
from a band of thieves and robbsrs and made 
this part of tie State free again, and get to 
CoDgrees, there to vote for a policy that will 
bring ruin upon us again, it would have been 
belter for the government to have left us in 
the bunds of traitors from the beginning; for if 
this policy succeeds every sensible man can 
foresee that Kentucky is a doomed Slate. 

At Ihe conclusion of his speech the Judge 
referred to Mr. Anderson's speech and said ne 
Lad been told that Mr. A. had denounced him 
as a tiaitor; if so, he now denounced him as a 
liar. Mr. A. asked him if he hid said in his 
speech that he would not vote msn and money 
to prosecute the war. If he did he still du- 
nounced him as a traitor. Judge T. said he 
did not eny that he would not vote men and 
money. Mr. A. then rend the certificates of 
a number of gentlemen proving that Judgo T. 
did take that position; but be yet denied it. 
And in order to set the matter all right Mr. A. 
called upon him, now that he was a candidate, 
and having professed to be honest in his opin- 
ions and not wishing to deceive any man, 
simply to state to the large crowd now present, 
what wcro his sentiments in regard to furnish- 
ing means for carrying on the war? He re- 
plied that he thought he had beeu plain, and 
that he was understood. Mr. A. told him tlt.it 
it was understood that he wus opposed to fur- 
nishing means to prosecute the war, and that 
he denied that, and again insisted upon him 
to answer the question in such a manner as 
would permit of no further misconstruction. 
His reply was that it was unnecessary to an- 
swer that question, as the last Congress had 
made sufficient appropriations to carry on the 
war for twelve months longer. Mr. A. ap- 
pealed to him again and asked him if that 
was ihe way for a man who claimed to 
be so fair and honest, — not to answer a plain 
question, and one in which so much was in- 
volved; in lact being the great question now 
•to be decided, and in which all present were 
anxious for him to answer? He again replied 
by saying that the time was too far off, even if 
he was elected to Congress, before ha would 
be called on to act, for him to say how he 
would vole. The Judge's attempt to evade the 
questicn was so plain that several gentlemen 
present, who have sons in the Federal army, 
becoming excited, arose and told the Judge 
that they wanted him to answer the questions; 
lhat be knew well whether or not be was in 
favor of voting men and money; that he could 
answer it, and that as ho was now a candi- 
date for Congress they bad n right to know 
whether or not he would leave their Ken- 
tucky sons to perish in the field for the want 
of a few more men and a few more dollars. 
Mr. A. requested the gent'ejraen to be seated 
until he got through with him. The Judge, 
very much excited, with his right hand in his 
pocket, turned to Mr. A. and said lhat if he 
wanted a difficulty with him that he could 
have it; he bad come prepared for any emer- 
gency. [Just here I will say for the benefit of 
the Judge, or any olher man who will come 
to Mayfield to shoot down Union men for de- 
nouncing men who take positions against their 
country, be careful! for the Union men in this 
county are always ready for any emergency 
that may ccme up, and woe to him who will 
begin the conflict!] Mr. A. told the Judge 
that be could not have a difficulty with him; 
that wss not his object; he simply wanted his 
answer to a plain question, in which every 
man was interested, and that he bad made a 
6peech here, in which everybody preicnt bad 
understt od him to say tbat he would not vote 
men and money to prosecute this war com- 
menced by traitors; tbat he now denied this 
and de-nounced everybody who said it as liarj, 
and that he now, with the large crowd before 
him who were all anxious to have the matter 
understood so tbat no lurther musunderstand- 
ing could arise, again put the question in 
the following words: That if called upon now 
with tho policy of the war before him, as it 
now is, would you, Judge, vote men and mo- 
ney to sustain the war? He writhed and 
twisted under the direct question, aud looked 
at the large crowd before him — all aniiously 
awaiting his answer with breathless silence — 
so still that you could have heard the drop- 
ping of a pin — and seeing that he had no way 
of CEcape ftom so plain a question, and being 
again goaded by Mr. A , that if he was so fair 
and did not want to be misunderstood, to 
answer the question — he then answered, and 
said that he would vote neither men nor mo- 
ney. Everything was still and silent, and Mr. 
A. called to the crowd to bear witness to his 
answer. This answer of the Judge from the 
same stand and so soon after his warlike de- 
monstrations r.nd bitter denunciations of those 
wbo had said tbat his position taken in his 
speech at the county court was against voting 
men and money — caused his warmestprrfcsiifVoi 
secesh lriend3 to bang their beads in silent 
sbeme, as they saw the position he had placed 
himself in, and feared that they could not use 
him successfully in a race against the candi- 
date of the Union party. The Judge now left 
the stand, declaring as he went that he wa3 aj 
good a Union man as anybody. Just before 
reaching the door he was called upon by Mr. 
A. again, who said: "Jndge, you say you are 
aUnionman." "Yes.'' "Then do you endorse 
the action of the Union Convention held at 
Louisville on the lSih of March, and will you 
support the nominees of said Convention?" 
He answered, "I do not endorse the action of 
that convention, neither will I support the 
nominees" — and left the house. Mr. A. then 
took the stand and commenced showing the 
people the position tbat Judge T. occupied, 
and declared that he was lor voting the last 
mi>n and dollar for putting down the rebellion 
— at this time he was interrupted by several 
traitors, and among them his brother, a de- 
feated office-seeker. A general muss seemed 
then to be the object, and our circuit Judge had 
Court opened at once and silence com- 



manded, which put a stop to any further trouble. 
Judge Trimble's position has backed up 
and encouraged traitors very much where ho 
has spoken, and unless the Union men can 
have the assistance of the military, we are 
powerless to do anything towards electing 
men to office who are for the government, as 
the secessionists here can bring out candidates 
when the polls are open, as they did for mag- 
istrates and constables, and every traitor go to 
Ihe polls and vote for them. The manner in 
which they elect men to office, and all unite 
00 them, is evidence enough to show tbat 
tbey have secret organizalions. Traitora are 
now telling tbo people tbat Judge 
Trimble told them on yesterday, as he passed 
through this place on his way to Murray, that 
he had permission from the commander of this 
district to make the race for Congress. The 
Union men cannot believe that any Federal 
officer, who knew the facts as they exist, and 
the true position of Judge Trimble, would 
consent for him to publish in public speeches 
this last, meanest, and most cowardly phase 
of secession, and one that Likes from the brave 
soldier in the field everything tbat sustains 
him. If we had such men as Col. Foster at 
Henderson, Gen. Shackelford, or the command- 
er at Fort Hurrar, in Calloway county, or could 
again get ihe gallant old hero of Belmont, Col. 
Dougherty, in command on this side of Ten- 
nessee river, with Gen. Burnside's orders, we 
would have no more disturbances at Union 
speaking; we would hear no more shouts for 
Jeff Davis; we would hear nothing more of 
men having sjmpathy for the South, and more, 
would have no man to hold any office who 
was not for putting down this rebellion under 
any and every circumstance that has now 
come up or ever will come up hereafter. This 
wicked and inhuman rebellion must be put 
down, or the government of our fathers is de- 
stroyed, and all the great cry of trai'ors about 
the Constitution will then cease, as that instru- 
ment will also be destroyed.

Iromtox, Mo., June 1, 1863. 
I hasten to inform you that information has 
just been received at this place of a severe 
skirmish between a portion of the Thirteenth 
Illinois Cavalry, Captain Leeper's Company 
of Third Missouri, and perhaps others, under 
Major Lippert, of tho Thirteenth Illinois, and 
a rebel force (under whom is yet unknown). 
The fight took place, it is said, on Little Black 
river, between Big Black and Doniphan, in 
Ripley county. I learn our forces) — in all from 
one hundred and fifty to two hundred — were 
on a scout, and fell in with a large force of 
the enemy — had a severe fight, and were de- 
feated with severe loss. Major Lippert is ro- 
ported mortally wounded, and a large number 
of his men missing. It is said Capt. Leeper's 
company lost twenty men. It is feared the 
rebels will again advance on Patterson; but 
as there is a Targe army now hero, there can 
be no doubt these rebel forces will be prompt- 
ly disposed of. K. 

Havb Amimals Rbasorixo Powbr? — It is a 
favorite saying that men are governed by rea- 
son, animals by instinct; but I believe that is 
«ll wrong. There is no distinction of kind 
between tbe two, but only of degree. As we 
come lo higher animals, as man, we find the 
brain larger in proportion to the size of the 
body. But Ibis does not prove a different kind 
of activity of these parts, but only different in- 
tensity. Every sensation, to be tielt, must pro- 
duce a reaction. All animals see, hear, taste, and 
smell as well as we do; therefore, tho reaction 
must be the same, and tho operation, as far as 
the body is concerned, is the same. Next, our 
perceptions influence our actions through the 
operations of tbe mind; and ia tho animtlt 
the fume influence upon their action is 
to be seen; here, again, is perfect similar- 
ity. Although the difference of the inten- 
sity of these actions may be great in dif- 
ferent animals, yet the principle ia tho 
parse. The animals gratify their appetites 
and so do we, and in the same manner. For 
instance, everybody has seen dogs playing 
only for the pleasure of playing, just as men 
do. And what right have we to assume tbat 
the motive which influences them is not the 
same as tbat influencing us? Again, animals 
have memory, just as we have; and they cm 
trace the connection between cause and effect, 
and this is reason. But I will go further; only 
mindxan communicate with mind; an 1 if au- 
inialsliave no mind, we could havo no inter- 
course with them. Animils can be trained, 
end this proves the existence of rea'on; a con- 
nection seen between cause and effect. The 
means of training animals are the same as 
those employed f«r training children; certain 
sounds are used as signals. This supposes a 
perftct logical process, tracing the sequence of 
effect from its cause. — Prof. Agassi!

The Alabama Destroys English Ships! 
Polish Rebellion Still Progressing ! 

(Epeeclal Despatch to tho Louisville JotianaM 
Cairo, June I. 

The news by tho Wenona to-night snys that 
an officer, who has had opportunity for ex- 
amination, reports tbat the bass of the Federal 
lines from right to left on the iliasissippi from 
the Yanzoo to the lower part of Vicksburg 
must be over six miles. The rear of our lines 
comes up to the rebel lines on the east of the 
town. Our forces hare undisputed possession 
cf everything between the Big Black Bridge 
to within sixty feet of the hills in the rear of 
tbo rebel army. 

No fears are felt that Grant may be attacked 
in his rear, Grant baring occupation of tho 
Bluff and other points thai must prevent such 
a movement on the part of tbe rebels. Per- 
sons wbo have been to Desoto Point say thai, 
with a glafs, they cannot see a single human 
Loing in Vicksburg save soldiers. Our men 
capture horses daily belonging to rebel troops. 

Several of our men have been captured by 
tbe rebels, bat they have been paroled imme- 
diately from a scarcity of food. During the 
fight on Friday a number of soldiers from an 
Iowa regiment scaled the walls ol the fort 
northwest of the city, and held it for 6 hours, 
when reinforcements not coming up they 
were captured by the Confederates, but were 
soon paroled that day. 

During the bombardment a shell fell upon 
the jail in Vickburg, demolishing the build- 
ing. 

In a late Memphis despatch was an item 
stating that Gen. Carr had been killed in some 
one of the late battles in tho vicinity of Vicks- 
burg. It will afford relief to his relations and 
lritnd3 to learn that this was untruo. Gen. 
Curr's brother has just returned from Memphis 
below,, and found him alive, well, and unhurt. 

The steamer Shingless arrived at a late 
hour last night with a number of passengers 
from Memphis. 

The la;t boat up from the fleet and army 
near Vicksburg was the Luminary, with dates 
to the 26th ult. The situation has not greatly 
changed. 

Gen. F. P. Blair had started with his forces 
in the direction of Black River Bridge, with 
what intention is not known. 

According to tho reports of the pissensvers 
on board the Luminary, confirmed bv tho 
rebel deserters who came here from below, 
yesterday the gunboat Cincinnati attempt- 
ed to pass the batteries at Vicksburg, reported 
silenced by General Sherman on Wednesday 
last. When just beyond the upper batteries 
the was opened upon with a terrific fire from 
above and below, which in a short time disa- 
bled her. She was pierced through and 
through. Her pilot was killed, and she only 
succeeded in backing partially out of range 
when she sank, carrying down and drowning 
a number of her crew. 

The Cincinnati, it will be recollected, was 
previously sunk at Fort Pillow, May 10, 1362, 
and injured at Arkansas Post in January last. 
It is thought she can be raised from her present 
position without much trouble. The number 
lest by the cnsualty is unknown, but supposed 
to be not more than fifteen. The only officer 
heard of as killed is the pilot alluded to. 

Several deserters from the rebol army at 
Vicksburg came to Cairo yesterday. Some 
frcm Price's force came from the Texan cav- 
alry. Tbey escaped on Monday evening last, 
having participated in all the battles between 
Pemberton and Grant to that time. They 
agree in reporting the Confederate loss in the 
desperate engagement of Friday, the Hi, as 
very heavy. 

The cessation of hostilities on Monday, pre- 
viously mentioned, was for tho purpose of al- 
lowing the women and children to leave the 
city. 

The rebels arelimfted in the amountof their 
stores — not more than enough — issuing half- 
rations to suffice for thirty days. The desert- 
ers say there are about thirty thousand soldiers 
in Vicksburg. They seem to entertain no 
doubt of the speedy surrender of the strong- 
hold to Grunt end his troops. 

Lieut. Col. H. C. Warmoth, of Gen. McCler- 
nand's staff, relates an interesting incident of 
th*e fight of the 22d ult., to about this effect: 
Sergeant Joseph Griffith, of Co. L 22d Iowa, 
tock 11 men and with them drove a squad of 
rtbel gunners from an earthwork, and held it 
for some time. The rebels were reinforced, 
and on returning killed the 11 men, Griffith 
being knocked insensible to the ground; the 
rebels were occupied in the work, and con- 
tinued to fire at our men. Just as they had 
discharged all their pieces, Griffith returned to 
consciousness, and seizing his musket, jumped 
to his feet and demanded that they should sur- 
render, their muskets being empty, and his 
loaded. He forced them, ten in number, to 
comply. He made them lie down and stay 
there until he found a convenient opportunity 
to march them within our lines, which he did 
in safety. 

Washington, June 2. 
Advices from the front to-night represent 
all as quiet, although cvsry preparation has 
been made in advance to resist. No sign3 of 
a rebel cavalry raid have yet been seen. The 
Richmond Whig of the 30th ult. has been re- 
ceived. It contains nothing whatever from 
Vicksburg. The Whig ha3 an editorial, in 
which it finds fault with the short-sightod 
and narrow policy which prompted the con- 
struction of the Cabinet of men who repre- 
sented but one phase and classification of 
poHtfBlJ opinion, and thinks that those in au- 
thority have not done with such armies and 
leaders as they have had at their command. 
It nrireg that the first great error in the con- 



duct of the war was making of it a strictly de- 
fensive war, and suggests that a dose of the 
enemy's own medicine would cau3e him to 
desist from further invasion. It admits, how- 
ever, lhat tbe Sontb is towerless to retaliate, 
but asserts tbat not one man in ten would 
have the war cease, if b# could, before having 
a chance lo repay what he has suffered. 

The failure to have the oess swarming with 
privateers, tbe failure to obstruct their smaller 
riveis early in- the war, in not Uaing the slight- 
est machinery ef diplomacy and political in- 
trigues, in disintegrating our ecsmies, and the 
appointment of favorite young and uvilried 
men over old and tried men, are all regarded 
as errors by the Whig, from which much 
troable is anticipated; 

The Whig is inclined to believe tUat Gen. 
Biily Smith has been alicted Governor of the 
State, and that if he is not Col. Flourney cer- 
tainly is. 

A committee of C5, from lhe General A.skqi- 
b!y of the Presbyterian Church, waited ipoti 
the President this morning r.sd presented iim 
with the resolutions of that body. The com- 
mittee were accompanied by several ladles 
and were very courteously received. 

WAsmrffiTos, Juno 2.

Richmond papers of May 30th contain no 
news from Vicksburg. 

Despatches from Grant are to the 29th uri, 
They are favorable. No more fighting. 

The charier of the first National Bank cf 
Cincinnati has been accented by the Comp- 
troller of the currency, with a capital of one 
million dollars, and with ;>ewer to increase to 
three millions. 

Rosecrans has issued a general order placing 
rebels officers, now in his possession and here- 
after captured, in close confinement and for- 
bidding (srole or exchange. 

Army officers, who resign on the plea of 
disability, will hereafter be transferred to the 
invalid corps. 

A board consisting of Colonel Sacket and 
Medical Director Collidge are to examine them. 

The President has formally oramunicated 
to Senator Sumner his conclusions respecting 
Fremont and the colored troops, tc witt That 
he can command them if ho will. No doubt 
is entertained of his acceptance. 

One hundred and twenty-seven e&ldiers of 
the Department of Washington, liable to or 
undergoing sentence of court-martial for de- 
sertion, but who had not wholly surrendered 
themtelves previous to the President's pro- 
clamation of March 10th, are, on the recom- 
mendation of General Heintselman, relieved 
from tbe penalty of desertion, except the for- 
feiture of their pay and allowances during 
their absence. 

Prominent gentlemen here, well informed • 
in Mexican affairs, SAy if the reputed U of 
Puebla prove true, it must be attributod to the 
treachery of the Mexican commander. The 
object which French bayonets failed to achieve 
must have been ac?omplished by French gold. 
They say the city with 10,000 men could'have 
been defended for six months against a quad- 
ruple number. The news, however, is not 
credited in official circles.

ARRIVAL OF THE PERSIA. 

Niw York, June 3. 

The Persia, front Liverpool of tbe 23d, via 
Queenstowu of ths 24th, has arrived.

Jgy We publijh in the Journal of to-day the 
resolutions adopted on Thursday last by th* 
Democratic State Committee of New York. 

The Albany Argus, the central organ of the 
Democracy of the Empire State, thus notices 
the resolutions: 

The Democratic State Committee met in 
this city yesterday, and took the occasion to 
give expression to their sentiment* and those 
of their constituents in regard to public affairs 
in this crisis of the country. The anomalous 
gathering of the rival Republican factions of 
Utica, at which the contractors and speculators 
in onr country's ruin aud their deluded fol- 
lowers and their secret emissaries threw down 
, challenge to the people and boldly pro- 
claimed the prostration of civ il rights and con- 
etiutional law under the feet of the military 
power, offered a provocation difficult to pass 
in silecre. The challenge was accepted. The 
committee raise up the standard of the Union, 
the Constitution, aud the laws, and calls upon 
all tiue Democrats, upon all citizens whose 
rijrhts are imperilled, to rally to it. 
»•••••• 

As regards the subject of peace, which is 
the aspiration of every patriot, the committee 
declare that the only true, lasting, -and benefi- 
cent peace which can be made is one thaL will 
once more embrace the wholo Union under 
the regis of the Constitution. A peace on the 
basis of separation would be but another 
Dame for war. Separation would be but a 
step to dissolution, and dissolution to anarchy. 
• • * • • • • 

We cannot trust the question of peace to 
men who have shown themselves incapable of 
conducting a war, or of respecting the rights 
ot Statts and the people that have patriotic- 
ally stood by the country in this great national 
crisis. Those who demand an insttntpeace 
propose in tffcet that the powers now at Wash- 
ington and at Richmond should partition this 
once united country between tnem, and de- 
stroy forever all the chances of its reconstruc- 
tion, and sink forever also the cause of consti • 
tutional liberty throughout tho world. No! 
let ns have no such peace! If war is forced 
upon us as the alternative, let us sustain our 
armies in the field, with ail tke resources they 
call for. Let us at the same time sustain tho 
cause of the Constitution and of the doubly- 
imperilled Union, and the cause of civil and re- 
ligious liberty, at the ballot-boi. When bvi 
meu conspire, let patriots combine. t 

Such, in general terms, is the purport of the 
resolutions put forth by the committee, in lan- 
Giiage'of moderation but in terms sufficiently 
firm and explicit. These words of protest and 
appeal, we believe, are timely. 

In this belief we unite with the Argus. 
The views and sentiments thus summed up 
are the views and sentiments of the Union' 
party of Kentucky. They are sound, and the 
annunciation of them will prove salutary. 
We cordially subscribe to them. They con- 
stitute the ground whereon the conservatives 
of Hie country everywhere aro rallying for the 
preservation cf all that men and patriots hold 
most deer. Standing on this ground, and 
struggling in behalf of a cause so precious and 
so vital, the conservatives of the country wir 
prevail. They must prevail. 

And, now, why will not all the adversaries 
of abolitionism throughout the loyal State 6 
rally on this-gronnd in behalf of this cause? 
Why will not the peace faction in the North, 
and the secession faction in Kentucky, abandon 
ibtit impracticable and disloyal positions, 
and unite with the Democrats or conservatives 
cf the country in this mighty struggle for the 
preservation of the government of our fathers? 
If they cannot do this, why will they not be 
at least silent and passive? If they themselves 
cannot strive for the national salvation, why 
trill they not forbear to embarrass and defeat 
those who are thus striving with their whole 
heart and strenglh? Why will they not? 
There is certainly no good reason why either 
tl.ould not. On the contrary, there is every 
good reason why both should. And yet the 
indications appear to be that neither will- 
The peace faction held yesterday a convention 
in the city of New York, with the view, as is 
presumed, of forming a separate organization; 
and we are not without premonitions that the 
secession faction in Kentucky contemplate a 
like step, if, indeed, the step is not already 
taken secretly. Among these premonitions, 
■we will notice two or three. 

About a week ago, Mr. W. P. Thomasson 
published in the Louisville Democrat a long 
address to the people of Kentucky, in which 
he announced himself a candidate for the Gov- 
ernorship of the State on the abolition plat- 
form, accompanying the announcement with 
ai very elaborate defence of his platform, 
though, as we should not omit to add, he in a 
note to the Democrat has since declined the 
candidateship on the ground that he is not a 
citizen of Kentucky, a somewhat important 
fact which he says did not occur to him at the 
time. Mr. Thomasson in the opening of his 
address made the following remark: 

Wo have already a candidate, nominated by 
the self-styled Union Democrats. The plat- 
form of thiB party is thought by some not 
sufficiently radical, and it is probable the 
National Democrats will also nominate a can- 
didate. Indeed, it is said one is already 
nominated, though not announced. 

We need hardly say that the phrase "Na- 
tional Demotrati" forms the appellation by 
Triich the secessionists of Kentucky now de- 
8iro to be known. Mr. Thomasson's courte- 
ous recognition of this new alias of the 
secessionists, whilst repudiating with a sneer 
the established name of the Union party, to 
say nothing of the appearance of his address 
in the columns of the organ of the "National 
JJemocratt," evinced a degree of good under- 
standing with these factionists that invests his 
remark with something like authority. Here, 
then, is one ; remonition, the full significance 
of which we will not stop at present to de- 
▼elope. 

Another consists in tho fact, that, a few 
•days alter the publication of Mr. Thomasson's 
address in the Democrat, a number of "Na- 
tional Democrat)," with Ex-Governor Magof- 
fin at their head, assembled in conclave in this 
city. Regarded in the light of Mr. Thomas- 
sou's remark, which under the circumstances 
was deemed by many to be at least semi- 
authoritative, the object of this assemblage 
■was not unnaturally conjectured to be to pro- 
vide cither for the nomination of a candidate 
or for the announcement of one already nom- 
inated in secret. Such at all events was tho 
prevailing conjecture. 

Whilst this conjecture is yet rife amongst 
tis, our neighbor of the Democrat, who for 
several weeks has been prosecuting what 
Captain Heady would call "a still hunt," 
breaks out as follows in the. Democrat of yes- 
terday: 

Where shall Kentucky go? The ctuso of 
the Union requires a political association be- 
tween the people North and South. We see 
no end to this unless the people North and 
South can act together politically. We think 
it the first Btcp to Union after all; and, as there 
is but one party North with whom the people 
of the South, ran associate iu political senti- 
ment, we think it high time that political 
association was formed. We do not profe33 to 
be allies of that party, but a member of it; 
and, in our judgment, so are four-fifths' of 
Kentucky.

Let us have, then, the National Democratic 
party in this State — a political association not 
merely professing to agree with tho Demo- 
cratic" party, but that belong to it. 

When wc consider that tha Union pirty of 



Kentucky is in full and open accord with the 
Dtmccratic party of the North, and that the 
Editor who puts forth this suggestion, and the 
men for whom under the name of l; the Na- 
tional Democratic party" he speaks here, oc- 
cupy a position w hich the Democratic party 
of the North expressly repudiates, which the 
peace faction of the North scorns to assume, 
and which Vallandigham denounces as not 
only "moral treason but very little short of 
actual treason itself," tho character of the sug- 
gestion may be readily measured. When we 
consider further that the men for whom our 
neighbor here speaks embrace 1 the rank and file 
and leaders of 'the secession party of Ken- 
tucky, the character of the suggestion meas- 
ures itself. We, however, do not propose at 
present to deal especially with the character 
of the suggestion. We notice the suggestion 
as merely another premonition of the event in 
question. 

Whether or not the event will actually 
occur, our readers can now judge as well as 
wo can. I'or the sake of the harmony and 
prosperity and honor of Kentucky, we sincere- 
ly hope that it will not occur. And it cer- 
tainly will not if the secessionists of the State 
are governed even by an intelligent sense of 
their own interests alone. We are sorry to be 
compelled to refer at all to this matter. It 
surely will not be our fault if we ever refer 
<o it again. 

IfiyThe struggle between conservatism and 
radicalism is a struggle between the Union of 
the Constitution and the Union of the abolition 
platform. The question is really as to wheth- 
er we shall have the Union of the Constitution 
or whether we shall have no Union. The 
struggle of conservatism against radicalism is 
thus but one aspect of the struggle of the 
Union against the rebellion, — of the nation for 
the preservation of its own existence. Radi- 
calism and armed rebellion are merely differ- 
ent aspects of the same deadly hostility to tho 
life and honor of the nation. The radicals are 
the allies of the rebels in arms. 

This truth in its various phases is every day 
becoming more plain. The radicals themselves 
lose few opportunities to proclaim it. There 
are men so wild in their madness, as the Bos- 
ton Post 6ays, that they openly and boldly de- 
clare that they hope never to see the Union re- 
stored as it was. This was indeed the substance 
of a statement made by General Butler, the 
piominent candidate of the radicals for the next 
Presidency, in a speech made by him not long 
ago, as a bid for that effice. If this idea be 
adopted by that party as the platform for the 
next Presidential campaign, we shall sec the 
verification of prophecies often made hereto- 
fore that the first avowed enemies of the U nion, 
who would form a party at the North to bring 
about its ruin, would be the men who have 
been loudest in their denunciations of con- 
servative men as traitors, and in boasting their 
own loyalty. Already we have the melan- 
choly fact before U3 that the radical party is 
avowedly opposed to the restoration of the old 
Union. What does this mean? We speak of 
it from the record, and therefore what we say 
will not be denied by any of their organs. 
They are not in favor of prosecuting the war 
for the Union as it was, but they have in mind 
a vague notion of conquering the rebellion, 
and then giving us some form of government 
which is suited to their notions of what ought 
to be. This is what Genera! Butler means 
by his avowal. This is what the entire 
body of radical politicians are laboring to ac- 
complish. But why do they obje.t to the old 
Union? Why do they insist that they are not 
in favor of returning to it? The answer is 
found in their own statements, often made and 
repeated, that tbey are unwilling to permit the 
slave States to return into the Union at all. 
It wss to get rid of them that they invented, a 
year ago, the State suicide theory, and offered 
their resolutions in Congress, and in New 
York meetings, declaring the seceding States 
defunct. 

This doctrine was startcd.with the idea that 
it would be a capital platform for a disunion 
party, and it was the intention of the leaders 
to establish a political movement in the North 
on this basis, hoping that out of it would 
grow a powerful party, which would main- 
tain control of the country by excluding from 
Congress and from voting on Presidential 
electious, all the slave States, or all that had 
pretended to secede. This movement com- 
manded the assent and co-operation of all the 
leading radicals in New York, and the docu- 
ment declaring these disunion sentiments was 
signed by the Editors of the principal radical 
papers, and by many of the men who are 
now prominent in the loyal leagues. The 
movement was checked by the interfer- 
ence of Washington authority, and the trea- 
sonable plans of the authors failed entirely. 
But they never abandoned their intention, 
and we see it constantly coming up in their 
speeches and public meetings. Tho determin- 
ation to exclude the Union men of the South 
from all voting privileges is more and more 
visible ia the plots of Northern radicalism. 
Hence the heresy is now elftily spread bofore 
the people that the Union can never be re- 
stored, and that we axe not fighting for tho 
Union as it was. In short, the idea is that we 
are engaged in a free fight, endeavoring to 
obtain the physical mastery over the rebels, 
with the intent to establish hereafter such a 
government, on the ruins of the Constitution, 
as shall suit the radical leaders. 

All this is not only wrong, but i3 actually 
lending aid and comfort to the rebels. It is 
playing into their hands, assisting them to 
gather their forces and animate them for con- 
flict. The true and only theory of this war U 
that it is a war for the Constitution; that sub- 
mission to the laws of the United States in 
any district, or State, is so far the end of the 
war, the end lor which the war was prosecuted, 
in that place; that the only future before us 
which has any hope in it is the return of all 
the States to the old form of Union, the old 
Constitution. Therefore, it is weakening our 
ow n arms and putting off the end of tho war 
indefinitely, to teach that we are fighting to 
establish a new government or a new form of 
Union. 

We know how hard it is for the radical par- 
ty to look forward to the possibility of having 
the representatives of Massachusetts met and 
balanced in the Senate by the representatives 
of South Carolina. We know how difficult 
it is for abolitionists to look forward to the 
presence in the Union of such a large number 
of States as will be for this generation, and 
doubtless for generations to come, practically 
unanimous in their abhorrence of abolition- 
ism. But precisely that future is before us, if 
we have any eueccss in the true objects of this 
war. The millions who reside in the South 
are there to-day as they were before the war 
began. They are not being wasted away by 
war, the process of extermination does not go 
on, nor is the country becoming depopulated. 
There are more white citizens in the South to- 
day than there were before the war began. 
There are a hundred thousand more slaves 
in the Southern States to-day than there 
were two years ago! Men forget these 
startling facts in wild theories of ex- 
termination. All the effects of the war 
thus far on slavery has been aj noth- 
ing, in a ptactical point of view. All the 
ordinary effects of war are to be in this case, 
as in the case of other wars, more of a moral 
than of a physical character. Sometimes, but 
rarely, 6mall nations arc exterminated by long 
wars, lasting thrcugh half a century, or very 
many years. But the results of war in gen- 
eral are of a moral character, convincing one 
or the other power that it must yield or com- 
promise. The inhabitants of the South are, 
in all human probability, to be in the future 
government, whether it be the old Union or 
a new Union, voting citizens. It 13 a dan- 
geious policy which unites that vote in one 
sectional mass. It would be a vastly more 
wise policy to divide it, by temptations to 
petce and union now, and the prospect of 
future prosperity under the old Constitution. 

The policy of the radicals, who declare that 
tbey are not for the Union as it was, is a de-- 
perate policy, designed to destroy when they 
find they cannot rule the country.

It is tho liberty of speech, civil and religious 
freedom, the right of trial by jury, and the 
privileges of the law, which are threatened on 
ene sias and are defended on the ether. Nor 
is the issue thus made left to a mere declara- 
tion of pui poses and principles. 

The acts by which power seeks to establish 
usurpation and strike down liberty are even 
more formidable than the utterances of opin- 
ion, slavish, despotic, and degrading as these 
have been.

' That they will continue to render the Gov- 
ernment their sincere and united support in 
the u?e of all legitimate means to suppress the 
rebellion and to restore the Union as il was, 
and maintain the Constitution as it is — be- 
lieving that that sacred instrument, founded 
in wisdom by our fathers, clothes the consti- 
tuted authorities with full power to accomplish 
Euch purpose." 

SECOND — 1I0VEMENT3 FOR PBACB. 

Rfiolved, 1. That we earnestly desire th 
rettoration of peace to our beloved country, 
now so long desolated by the scourge of this 
unnatural and fmlricidal war. 

2. That the terms of peace, when made, 
must necessarily determine the future charac- 
ter of our government, the condition of our 
people, and the destiny of our country. 
■ 3. That we have not faith in the views, the 
purposes, or the capacity of the dominant 
party, to determine questions of vital import- 
ance to the liberties, the rights, and the napr 
piness of the American people. 

That we hold that it is as incapable of 
meking an honorable, beneficent peace, as 
experience has shown it to be of waging suc- 
cefsful war.

" A grain elevator is to be erected at 
Pittsburg this summer. The grain business of 
Pittsburg in 1S02 was 10,150,783 bushels. The 
present cost of receiving grain from the West- 
ern roads, storing, and delivering to Eastern 
roads, or to the consumer, is about $50 per 
thousand bushels in bulk, or five cents per 
bushfl. By a grain elevator the cost would 
be but $20, or two cents per bushel. Chicago 
has twenty of these elevators, and Cleveland 
nine. Pittsbnrg will unquestionably be 
greatly benefited by one such as is in con- 
templation. 

Camps of Instrcctioh. — The following

Tag Icb Monopoly in thh W»9t. — The ice 
speculators in Chicago have succeeded in run- 
ning the price of ice up in that city to a dollar 
for a Ijuiidred pounds. The butchers and oth- 
ers, who use large quantities, have organized 
an association, and agree to furnish this now 
necessary article to all larga.buyers at 26 cents 
per hundred, and to families at 50 cenU per 
weeK 

Arrest cf a Horsr-Tbirf. — A man named 
James Mulloy, who is charged with stealing 
three fine horses from Mr. H. T. Duncan, of 
Fayette county, Ky., was arrested on Monday 
night by Marshal Clint. Butts, of Covington, 
and taken to Lexington on Tuesday. Two of 
the horses were found at a stable in Cincin- 
nati and one in Covington. 

More Ibos-Clads. — The Navy Department 
has been making contracts for some time lor 
the construction of a large number of iron 
vessels of the Monitor style, with such im- 
provements as experience has suggested to be 
advisable. The pay is to be according to the 
time at which they can be completed. They 
are to be adapted to harbor and coast defences.

£S5y Tl;e Nashville papers of yesterday have 
the following: 

Repairs on this section of the Lonlsville and 
NesLville Railroad continue to he made, and 
soon all the dangerous stone-work will be 
strengthened, and new rails and cross-ties will 
be substituted for those weakened and made 
frail by the heavy draught of cars over the 
read for some time past. We notice also that 
the bridges, which were so hastily recon- 
structed, arebeingfinished off with abutment', 
etc., so that their durability will be undoubted. 

From the 26th day of December last, the 
dfte of Colonel Martin's entering upon the 
dutits of Provost Marshal of this city, 9,543 
persons have taken the oath of allegiance, 
and 434 the parole of honor, up to the 3lst 
day of May. In the same time over 2,200 
have taken the oath in Sumner and adjacent 
counties. This is a splendid evidence of re- 
taining nason. It seems to Le pretty well 
understood that those who subscribed to the 
parole of honor are not absolute friends of the 
Government. This '.lass, however, consti- 
tu'es a small minor.tr. 

Col. Baxter Smith, of Gen. John H. Mor- 
gan's brigade of rebel cavalry, was sent to 
Camp Chase, with a batch of other rebel pris- 
oners, on Monday last, by Gen. Paine, com- 
manding post at Gallatin. Col. Smith was 
captured about two weeks ago, near Harts- 
ville, Tennessee, and brought us a prisoners to 
his native town, where, less than eighteen 
raontbsago, he was recruiting a battalion for 
the rebel service. His reflections while there 
lately must have been excessively nice. 

On Monday morning, while Michael King, 
a member of the First Tennessee Infantry, 
was eating his breakfast in camp, some words 
ensued between him and a comrade named 
Naughtor, when the latter took up a club and 
struck Kiug over the left temple, knocking!

— My pre- 
diction that our army would make an advance 
movement before you heard from me again 
has been only partially fulfilled. All the con- 
tingencies on which the prediction was based, 
and which seemed at the time inevitable, did 
not transpire, and hence the partial failure of 
fulfilment. It is certain that General Jos j ph 
E. Johnston has fully determined to t'jrce 
General Rosecrans to give him battle. The 
recent change in the enemy's programme on 
the Mississippi, however, made it necessary for 
him to send back the reinforcements we weie 
receiving from Mobile and Vicksburg, and 
this left the Army of Temessee too weak for 
offensive operations. But for this I have no 
kind of doubt that the second greet battle of 
Middle Tennessee would have been fought be- 
fore this; with our present army, which is 
only large enough to operate on the defensive, 
it would be almost madness if General John- 
ston was to advance upon and fight General 
Rosecrans in hh strong position around Mur- 
freesboro. Let our people at home be patient 
and hopeful. The awful struggle will come 
soon enough. Gen. Johnston is in command. 
He knows when and where to strike.

The Mortars Firing Day and Night. 
Reports About Johnston's Approach. 

[Special Despatch to the Louisville Journal.] 
Mi'RTKEBsnoao, June 3. 
Scouting parties who have scoured the coun- 
try ou our left and iu our rear report no reb- 
els. 

A gentleman who has just arrived fromTul- 
lahoma, and whose statements are deemed re- 
liable by prominent officers, say there are not 
more than two regiments Kt Tullahoma, and 
that all of Bragg's forces bare been thrown 
forward to Shelbyville, Beech Grove, Hoover's 
Gap, and other points immediately on our 
front. 

A skirmish occurred this afternoon on the 
Manchester pike between our vidette3 and the 
rebels. The firing was very rapid for about an 
hour, when the enemy fell back. Casualties 
not reported. 

Wasiiixgtom, Jane 3. 
No advices from the army before Vick3burg 
had been received in this city up to noon to- 
day. Tbe following was received yesterday : 

Cairo, June 2. 
To O. J. Welles, Secretary of the JVapy : 

I have received the following repirt by tho 
steamer Judge Torrence, just arrifed from the 
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FLAG-siiir Black Hawk, Miss. Hqi-Aoitox, 
Near Vicssarao, May 27. 
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Sm: Amidst our success I regret to report 
any losses, but we cannot expect to conquer a 
place like this without some los3. At the 
earnest request of Generals Grant and Sher- 
man, I sent the Cincinnati to enfilade some 
rifle-pits which barred the progress of the left 
wing of our army. Gen. Sherman supposed 
tbe enemy had removed his heavy guns to the 
rear of Ihe city; on the contrary, he seemed to 
have planted more on the waterside than usual. 
Tbe Cincinnati was sunk, and went down 
in sbcal water with her Hug flying. The en- 
emy Etill conlinued to fire upon her, but the 
flag was not hauled down. Twenty-five men 
wtre killed and wounded, and fifteen are mis- 
sing. The latter are supposed to be drowned. 
Tbe vessel can be raised. The pilot was killed 
early in the action.

Chicago, Jane 3. 

The convention assembled at 'J o'clock, the 
Pnsident in the chair. 

Mr. Rupgles, from the Committee on Reso- 
lutions, submitted aresolution, which appealed 
to Congress to take action in regard to the 
Ship Canal around the Falls of Niagara. 

Several speeches wero made on the resolu- 
tion. 

A delegate from Iowa submitted an amend- 
ment, directing tbe attention of Congress to 
tbe improvement of the Desmoines Rapids. 

Mr. Arnold, of Illinois, presented a series of 
resolutions succinctly setting forth the advan- 
tages of a Ship Canal to Illinois, and directing 
the attention of Congress to the importance of 
the work. These, together with the resolu- 
tion presented by Mr. Ruggles, were referred 
to tbe committee, and the convention ad- 
journed till 3 o'clock. 

Afternoon Session. — Mr. Ruggles reported 
the following: The representatives of loyal 
States assembled in National Convention at 
Chicago, desirous of cementing closer tbe 
Union for perpetuating our nationality, of pro- 
viding for the common defense, and promoting 
the general welfare of our whole country, 
fdopt the following resolutions: 

First — That we regard the construction and 
enlargement of canals between the Mississippi 
river and Atlantic ocean with canals duly 
connecting the lakes as of great military and 
commercial importance. We believe snch en- 
largement tind construction, with dimensions 
sufficient to pass gunboats from Bu Missis- 
sippi to Lake Michigan, and from the Atlan .ic 
to and fiom tbe great lakes, will furnish the 
theapestand most expeditious means of pro- 
tecting 6ur Northern frontier, and at tbe same 
time will promote the rapid development and 
permanent union of our whole country. 

Second — That these works are demanded 
a'ike by military prudence and political wis- 
dom and the neeessitiej of commerce. Such 
works will be not only national but conti- 
nental, and their accomplishment is required 
by every principle of sound political ecouomy 

Third — Tbnt such national highways be- 
tween tbe Mississippi and the lake as far as 
practicable should be free, without tolls or re- 
strictions, and we shculd deprecate placing 
this great thoroughfare in the hands of any 
private Corporation or State. The works 
should be accomplished by national credit, 
and soon as tbe cost is reimbursed to the Na- 
tional Treasury, should be as free as the lakes 
to the commerce of the world. 

The resolutions were adopted without a dis- 
senting voice. 

Mr. Ruggles, for himself, of/jred the follow- 
ing resolution: 

Resolved, That the convention is of opinion 
that increased stimulus be given to agriculture 
and commerce in deepening transportation for 
Western products by tie proposed enlargement 
of tbe canal, and will so far increase the foreign 
commerce of the country that import duties 
on return cargoes w ill very far exceed the in- 
terest on thetost of the proposed works, and 
produce a fund for its rapid reimbursement. 

Tbe resolution was carried unanimously. 

A resolution was adopted for tbe appoint- 
ment of a committee by the President to pre- 
pare a memorial to the President and Congress 
presenting the views of this convention, and 
urging the pas=age of laws necessary to carry 
them into full effect, the committee to have 
power to open such correspondence as may 
be expedient, and in their discretion call any 
further convention, five members said com- 
mittee at any meeting duly notified by the 
chairman to constitute a quorum. 

The President of tbe Convention announc.d 
the committee as follows: J. N. Arnold, of 
Illinois, Samuel L.Casey, of Kentucky, Henry 
L. Dawes, of Mississippi, T. C. Horsey, of 
Maine, T. M. Edwards, of New Hampshire, J. 
T. Morrill, of Vermont, Duncan Stewart, of 
Michigan, R. J. Arnold, ol Rhode Island, Cal- 
vin Day, ef Connecticut, T. J. Homer, of 
Michigan, P. Chamberlin, of Ohio, R. P. Hill, 
of Iowa, 15 Nye, of New Jersey, A. E. Lave, 
of New York, R. Blakely, of Minnesota, Dr. 
Anthony, of Kansas, and J. T. Lewis, of 
Wisconsin. 

A resolution tendering the thanks of the 
convention to the President for the able, dig- 
nified, and accomplished manner in which he 
presided over the convention wa3 passed unan- 
imously. 

Gen." Walbridge, of New York, closed the 
convention by I ubmitting a stries of strong 
resolutions sustaining the integrity of the 
Constitution and the I'nion, and in favor of 
organizing the militia of the States, and pledg- 
ing the convention never to abandon them 
until the final success of the contest now go- 
ing in behalf of the Constitutional Govern- 
ment; and that any foreign intervention should 
be met with prompt, decisive, and energetic 
resistance. 

Tbe resolutions were carried amid intense 
enthusiasm, and the convention adjourned 
tine die. 

The convention was entirely harmonious. 

Nashville, June 3. 

The Nashville Prtss recently published quo- 
tatiocs from treasonable letters of the Nes'i! 
ville cornspondent of the Freeman's Journal, 
of New York, and advised the arrest of the 
the writer. The Chief of Police yesterday ar- 
rested C. F. Jones, formerly editor of the 
Spirit cf the Times, now local editor of the 
Nashville Despatch, who confessed himself the 
author of those letters, which- reflected alike 
upon the Government and prominent citizens 
of this place. Jones will be sent beyond our 
lines. 

Memphis. June 2. 
Advices from Grant's army to the 30th are 
received. The siege of Vicksburg; is slowly 
progressing. The mortars are firing slowly 
day and night. All the prisoners from the 
Vicksburg jail have been released and put 
across the river. They report that one of the 
moitar's shells exploded in the jail and de- 
stroyed it. 

Lake's Landing, on Yazoo River, Hay 28. 
Scouts report Gen. Johnston advancing one 
army corps. We drew seven days' rations 
and marched to meet bim at daylight yester- 
day. His approach is stated to be between 
Yazoo and Big Black Rivers, with the inten- 
tion of retaking Haines's Bluffs and breaking 
our communication by the Yazoo. Their 
force is variously estimated at fifteen to 
thirty- five thousand. Grant is confident of 
h ; s ability to defeat him. 

Baltimore, June 3. 

Tbe late reDorts relative to the pickets being 
driven in at Harper's Ferry and similar stories 
of anticipated raids upon the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad are entirely unfounded. The 
through line for freight and passengers is now 
working East and West with perfect regulari- 
ty and desrwtcb, and no further interruption 
is apprebeadtd. 



Chicago, June 3. 

A raoi'on was made in the United Stat-s 
Court thi3 morning by tbe Times' counsel to 
defer the application lor injunction until no- 
tice of the application could be givei to the 
Military Comn aidant at Camp Douglas. 
Judge Drummond in granting the mjtion 
said : "I may b» pardoned for saying that per- 
sonally and officially I desire to give every aid 
and n.-sL- aice iu my piwer to the Govern- 
ment an 1 to tbe Administration in restoring 
the Union, but I have always wishel to treat 
the Government as a Government of law at d 
a Government t f tbe constitu'ion and not as 
a Gi vernmen'. of mere physical fjree.

During the day the Times office s«emed the 
center of attraction, being visited by a large 
number of people. 

In accordance with a call issued in the fore- 
noon, an immense meeting assembled at eight 
o'clock to-night in front of the office. Tbe 
trowd soon filled the street, rendering it im- 
l assable. The meeting shortly afterwards ad- 
jt urned to the court-house square, where they 
were addressed by gentlemen of both parties. 
The speeches counselled obedience to the laws, 
and denounced the recent order of Gen. Burn- 
side as arbitrary and despotic. During the 
afternoon the militia were under arms, but at 
l resent writing the meeting is orderly, and 
uothing of a serious nature is anticipated.

Springbielu, III., June 3. 
Preamble rnd resolu: ons passed the Hoase 
of Representatives to day by a vote of 49 to 
13, after an exciting debate, in substance as 
follows :

That we de- 
nounce the order which threatens an act so 
revolutionary and despotic, as contrary to 
liberty, destructive of good government, sub- 
versive of constiluiionalrights, and that, if car- 
ried into effect, we shall consider it equivalent 
to the overthrow o( our form of government 
and the establishment of a military despotism 
in its stead. 

Resolved, That, in view of the deplorable 
constquentcs which must inevitably follow 
such action, if justified by the General Gov- 
ernment, we resnecifuliy yet firmly request 
the withcrawal of the order In question un 1 
the disavowal thereof bv those in power as the 
only course which can be pursued to reassure 
our people that constitutional freedom, so dear 
to their hearts, has not ceased to exist; and tLe 
attention of the Government i9 called to th s 
infringement of popular rights and invasion 
of the sovereignty of the State of Illinois. 

New York, Juno 3. 
A pence convention was held In Cooper In- 
stitute this afternoon.

The stir and bustle of preparation has been 
heard in our camp for some time past, and yet 
it is a matter of doubt when we will more; 
however, we are prepared to take up our beds 
and walk whenever Old Rosey sees proper to 
issue orders for an advance, though I must 
confefs that I can see no particular advantages 
which will accrue from a forward movement 
of this army. It is true, wc might overrun a 
great portion of the enemy's country, but our 
line of communication becomes longer and 
the Army of the Cumberland will »c divided 
and subdivided to defecd that line until the 
enemy will with impunity be able to tarn our 
Hank, and enter Kentucky again, thus throw- 
ing us back again to Louisville for a new com- 
mencement. The corn crop of Kentucky is 
of immense value, and the rebels will spare 
no efforts to secure it this fall if possible. 
Every day that we remain where we are 
we are hunting and whipping the enemy 
worse than we possibly could by advancing 
into a country where we could possibly gain 
nothing but barren advantages. Let John- 
ston get between Black River and the Missis- 
sippi, and let this army move upon him by way 
of. Savannah and Corinth, and it is proba- 
ble that his entire army can bo captured. 
There are so many armies lying around in 
different parts of the country thai we confi- 
dently expect the capture of one or two before 
the campaign is over. In this connection I 
would say one word in regard to the defences 
of Louisville; the importance of retaining the 
city in our possession no one can doubt, and it 
Hems strange that so much pains shou'd be 
taken to save Cincinnati, which the rebels 
would not have, and leave Louisville, the 
city which of all others they desire, in a situa- 
tion worse than defenceless. Were Louisville 
once occupied by any considerable body of 
rebels I would begin to donbt whether the 
combined efforts of loyal men would be suffi- 
cfent to save Kentucky for the Union. Na- 
ture has done much towards the defence of 
the city, but I would defend Louisville twen- 
ty miles away from the city, in some strong- 
hold of Muldrow's Hill. 

Lieut. Potter, of our regiment, was captured 
by a scouting party of the enemy on tho 24th. 
The Lieutenant went three or four miles be- 
yond cur picket lines, and was instantly gob- 
bled up. A sergeant who was with him made 
good bis escape, and is now with his regi- 
ment. The practice indulged by many officers 
of straying beyond our picket lines is a most 
outrageous one, and calculated to do much 
harm by the evil example set to the men un- 
der -their command. There arc hundreds of 
officer?, however, who seem to have no defi- 
nite idea of the dignity and importance of 
their position, or if they have such an idea, 
they lorgcl that by disgracing themselves 
they throw a shnre of obloony npon those 
connected with them. "A little leaven leav- 
eneth the whole lump," and the officer who 
commits an ungentlemanly action disgraces 
the uniform which is worn by thousands of 
gentlemen. It may be possible that some of- 
ficers are not gentlemen, but their dress and 
swords prove and claim them as such until 
proved otherwise. 

I have seen W. D. B.'s great work — The 
campaign of Rosecrans, &c, and must say I 
am wofully disappointed in it. My judgment 
of literary works may not be very good, but 
were I called upon to give my candid opinion 
of this work, 1 think I would express it in the 
one word "Humbug." W. D. B. had a fair 
reputation as a writer before he published this 
work, but like the frog in the fable, who burst- 
cd his skin in trying to puff himself to too 
size of an ox, he has overdone the thing. Per- 
haps were he to go East and give us a history 
of Hooker's late campaign, he would write a 
more creditable work ; at least the materials 
for a fine work would not be wanting, espe- 
cially romance, which is W. D. B.'s favorite 
weapon. It is a pity that the fame of the Ar- 
my of the Cumlierland Bhould be entru9tod for 
a moment lo the hands of such a historian. 

The pickets of our advance post were 
attacked at daylight yesterday, when a slight 
skirmish ensued, resulting in the repulse of 
the enemy of course. I believe there were no 
casualties on either side. I am one of those 
who incline to the opinion that the mass of 
Bragg's army is not now in our front, and I 
consider their attacks and demonstrations as 
being nothing more than feints to cover some 
contemplated manoeuvre; however, wo hare 
nothing to fear. Our army is in a good posi- 
tion to observe everything, and to make the 
necessary move at the proper time to check- 
mate the wily foe. 

By a notice in the Nashville Press I see that 
Mr. Prentice is now in Murfreesboro. I trust 
he will pay our ramp a visit before lie returns 
to Kentucky. We would like very much to 
shake the veteran poet and editor by the h ind 
again. He is very popular with the soldiers 
of this army, the majority of whom consider 
him a3 the supporting pillar of Unionism in 
Kentucky. Need I add that the Journal is 
ever welcome in our camp, tho newsboys 
scarcely ever having a sufficient number to 
answer the demand. 

By the Journal of yesterday I see that an 
early day has been set for the removal of the 
remains of the lale General Nelson to Camp 
Dick Robinson. I have no doubt but the 
scene will be one of more than ordinary inter- 
est. Few men have, lived or died during this 
revolution whose mark was broader and deep- 
er than Nelson's. I trust that all the members 
of bis staff will attend on the occasion; he 
was their friend, strong and true, while living, 
and it is their duty to pay this last tribute of 
respect to their late beloved chieftain. 

In the latt few weeks beer and ale have been 
plentiful in the camps; there would be no ob- 
jection to this if the article were of gool 
quality, but unfortunately the beer, like nearly 
every other article designed for army U3», is a 
worthless subterfuge, the greater portion of it 
being a preparation of aloes, hence the health 
of the soldiers ha3 decreased in proportion to 
the amount of beer or ale consumed. Would 
it not be well to prevent an article so injurious 
fr»m cpmiDg into our camp3 at all? or, if malt 
liquors of good quality are beneficial, why not 
have inspectors appointed whose duty it shall 
be to confiscate and destroy all poisonous con- 
coctions brought into our army under the 
name of beer, ale, Ac? 

We have had a 6eriea of thunder storms 
during the last twenty-four hours. I think 
that I never saw as much water fall in the 
same space of time as fell between the hours 
of 11 and 12 this morning. We trust that our 
whole country has been equally as fortunate, 
as the long dry spell had begun to cause con- 
siderable nneaainess in regard to the coming 
crops. OLD SO LDIER. 

Clarkbvillb, June 30, 1863. 
To the Editors of the Louisville Journal: 

The troops of this command were roused to 
enthusiasm last Wednesday by the glorious 
news from General Grant. Sixty-four rounds 
were fired from the fort in honor of his victo- 
ries, and you may suppose how dreadfully the 
rebels of this community were scared. They 
began to evacuate tho town, running for dear 
life, supposing the thundering elements of 
war wero meting out to them the dues of re- 
bellion. I presume "the cannon's open roar," 
under like circumstances, was as painful to 
their hearts as it would be if loaded with 
deadly shot. 

On Friday the hay-clad gunboat Excelsior 
was fired upon at Harpeth Shoals. It was up 
on purpose to raise a rifled piece, sunk with 
the burning of the Siiell, and hadja company 
of infantry on board. The guerillas were se- 
creted close to the shore. On returning, tho 
boat was fired into. They landed but the reb- 
els were cot to be found, having mounted 
their horses and left. The place wa9 plainly 
seen where the horses had been, som* distance 
in the rear of the guerillas. The woods be- 
ing very dense in th*tplaee, gave them a gool 
chance. Yesterday the Excelsior went up 
again, your humble correspondent being on 
board. 

We had one piece of artillery and a com- 
pany of infantry, but never saw a rebel. 

Having a squad of the "African descent" 
along, we gave them a job, putting on biard 
the engines of several burned boats. Thus 
freighting ourrelves, we made thi3 city safely, 
without opposition. 

The river is falling, about 3 feet on shoals, 
and will soon be impassable for the smallest 
of boats. 

No rebels have Bhown themselves on our 
line of communication since the Hamtoa af- 
fair. Yours, till further orders.
